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PETITION TO CHANGE SUBCLASSIFICATION 

SIR: 

Applicant respectfully petitions for a change of subclass. The current subclass is 
listed as 38, which is believed appropriate, but the PTO web site shows the patent application as 
also in subclass 36T, which is believed to be inappropriate. 

Subclass 36T is for tax strategies, but Applicant's claims do not mention tax and the 
inventive concepts in the application are not believed to be tax strategies, and thus is in error. 

It is respectfully suggested that, if any additional subclass were to be listed, the 
appropriate subclass should be subclass 4 (Insurance). Attention is drawn to. Claim 1 , which 
mentions 



receiving respective descriptions of risks; 
receiving statistical assumptions for said risks; 
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receiving financial assumptions for said risl^s; 

calculating, from the descriptions and the assumptions, expected cash flows 
corresponding to said risks for time periods; 

receiving actual cash flows information from occurrence of events corresponding to 

said risks; 

Dependent claims 5-8, for example, mention insurance , and claim 1 0 mentions 

reinsurance. 

Attention is drawn to Rule 1 .75; MPEP section 903.04 Rules for classification, 
original; and MPEP section 903.08a-e Internal guidelines for classification and transfers. 

It is respectfully submitted that the above-identified patent application is improperly 
subclassified in subclass 36T. If any subclass beyond 38 is to be mentioned, it is suggested that 
subclass 4 is a more appropriate subclass.
